The Antwerp Raid. 


A Dutchman, who hns jast roturned from | 


Antwerp and who waa staying «t Hoboken 
when the British airmen dropped their 
bombs. on. the Germoa: submarine yards, 
relates that he saw ove of tho sirmen swoop 
down in vol plane ‘from a great height to 
some 100 metres above the yards. The 
neropline flew the German fi ¢ and’ wax 
received with cheers: by the German 
military, who thonght that it was one of 
their own airmen who wished to and in 
the neighbourhood. Suddenly the sirman 
dropped some bombs und shot up inte. the 
air again. ‘The German guns at once open- 
ed fire, ‘but none of their shots hit the 
mark. aud the airman disappeared. 
Another soroplane xleo dropped bombe. 
Ambulsoce “motercars wore s00n on 
the spot. ‘The eye-witsess was unable to 
ascertain what eflects the bomba had had, 
Lut thought it ‘must have bean of a mote 
serious nature than was admitted, for ho 
coun ed twenty-one ambulance motor-cars 
which loft the neighbourhocd of the yards 
in tho direction of Antwerp.
